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THE DANISH HORN. _ 


A Remarkable Relic Said to be a Gonuine 
" Trumpet of Zion. 


TT 


In the royal museum of Copenhagen 
there is, ans has been for more ‘than 
two hundred and seventy-five years, a 
lden. ompet, known throughout 
mark as.the “Danish Horn,” with 
en yom emblems, comprising the sy. 
bol of purity, the triple lily. Its weight 
is one hundred aud two ounces and it 
measures two feet nine inches in length. 
This horn is said to be a genuine trum- 
= of see pe pipers. Hoe 
uces ys e position, an 
up to the present time there has‘ not 
been the slightest scientific doubt as to 
the genuiness of the relic. The lily, asa 
Symbol of purity, was generally carried 
in the right hand by the vestal virgins 
of the temple ; it also forms the emblem 
on the “shekel,” the Jewish coin. There 
are also discernable the much effaced re- 
mains of what has the appearance of 
po | and traces of an inscrip- 
tion which, as far as it can be made out, 
is engraved in that kind of Hebrew 
characters known as the Samaritan text. 
The emblems and inscription may be 
easily accounted for and accepted for the 
meaning of the word “Jehovah.”’ 

The trumpet was discovered by a 
farmer's daughter, partly concealed in 
the ground, in 1630, in the diocese of 
Rypeny, Jutland. As to how it found 
its way from Palestine to Denmark can 
only conjectured at. It is accepted 
as a fact that the relic at one time was 
one of the instruments anciently used in 
Solomon's temple. Certain ornaments, 
and especially the beautiful engraving 
near the opening of the large end of the 
instrument, forming a turreted border 
around its edge, are the most convincing 
pon for this position. When Titus 

‘espasianus, the youthful. Roman Gen- 
eral hy, copes Judea and destroyed 
its temple, he took the renowned tables, 
the seven-branch candlestick, the “Sacred 
Books” and the trumpets to Kome, where 
they were, with other trophies of victory, 
carried in procession through the city in 
honor of the conqueror. pon the arch 
of Titus these things were sculptured 
and may be seen in Rome in a fair state 
of preservation today. The “Sacred 
Books” the victor presented to Josephus 
Flavius, the Jewish historian. After- 
ward, when Titus became emperor of 
Rome, the instruments and “tables of 
shew bread,’’ by decree of the Senate 
and council of Rome, were placed in the 

t temple of Jupiter. tween the 
ourth and sixth centuries Rome was 
by hordes of northern barba- 
rians. The city was taken, religion for 
the time dethroned, and temples, regard- 
less of the sanctity, sacred or historical, 
were sacrilegiously * neg hg After 
their retreat from Rome the Vandals 
carried off with them the spoils they had 
seized in the temples. 
This trumpet of gold which corres- 
ponds in every particular with the 
trumpets sculptu upon the “Arch of 
Titus,” was doubtless carried to the 
north with the other plunder and in 
turn lost by the conquerors of Rome, 
nbog Ayan taken it from the conquerors of 

‘ews.

. Dopt’s for the Sick Room. 


Don’t light a sick room at night by 
means of a jet of gas burning low ; noth- 
ing impoverishes the air sooner. Use 
sperm candles or tapers wich burn in 
sperm oil. 

Don't allow offensive matters to re- 
main. In cases of emergency, where 
these cannot at once be removed wring 
a heavy cloth—for instance, like Turkish 
toweling—out of cold water, use it as a 
cover, placing over this ordinary paper. 
Such means will prevent the escape of 
odor and infection. 

Don't forget to have a few beans of 
coffee handy, for this serves as a deodor- 
izer jif burnt upon coals or paper. Bits of 
charcoal placed around are useful in 
absorbing gases and other impurities. 

Don't have the temperature of a sick 
room much over 6°; 70° are allowable, 
but not advisable. 

Don't permit currents of air to blow 
upon the patient’? An open fire-place is 
an excellent means of ventilation, The 
current may be tested by burning a piece 
of paper in front. . . 

Don’t give the patient a full glass of 
water to drink from, unless he is allowed 
all he desires. If he can drain the giass, 
he will be satisfied; go, regulate the 
quantity before handing it to him. 

Don't neglect during the day to attend 
to necessaries for the night, that the 
rest of the patient and family may not 
be disturbed. 

Don't ask aconvalescent if he would 
like this or that to eat or drink, but pre- 
pare mon Pes so and present them in 
a tempting way. - 

Donk jar the bed by leaning or sitti 
upon it. This is unpleasant to one il 
and nervous. 

Don’t let stale flowers remain in a sick 


z Don't appear anxious, however great 
your anxiety. 

Don’t forget that kindness and tender- 
ness are needful to successful nursing.
